EARLY  SETTLERS  AND  SETTLEMENTS. 

In  tracing  the  history  of  tlie  town  of  Oakland  we  find  that  our 
task  lies  in  tracing  out  the  story  of  the  settlement  and  develoj)- 
raent  of  the  whole  section  along  the  banks  of  the  Kennebec 
River,  above  Cushnoc,  or  Augusta  as  it  was  later  called.  When 
the  white  man  first  gained  a  knowledge  of  the  territory  of  tliis 
region  about  the  junction  of  the  Messalonskee  and  the  Kennebec 
the  forest  resounded  only  to  the  stealthy  step  of  the  redman,  and 
the  waters  reflected  only  the  rude,  rough  features  of  the  child  of 
nature  as  he  bended  over  them  to  cast  the  rude  implements  of 
fishing  or  seek  a  draught  to  quench  his  thirst.  For  a  long  term  of 
years  after  the  first  of  the  white  men  learned  of  the  territory 
hereabout  no  progress  or  even  attempts  to  settle  were  made.  The 
strife  that  was  waged  between  the  white  men  and  the  Indians 
made  the  whole  of  this  region  the  secure  home  for  the  latter  for  a 
long  time,  l^ut  with  the  advent  of  the  trader  came  some  small 
development  of  opportunity  to  settle.  From  the  olst  day  of 
May,  1607,  when  the  Popham  expedition  sailed  from  England  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Kennebec  and  made  preparations  to  establish 
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there  a  colony,  the  fortunes  of  tlie  Indian  seem  to  liave  been 
doomed.  There  were  many  long  periods  of  doubt  as  to  whether 
the  territory  of  this  region  was  to  belong  to  Fnmee  or  PCiigland  ; 
but  there  never  was  a  time  when  there  was  any  doubl  that  tliu 
Indian  sooner  or  later  must  leave  the  seeiies  of  liis  farmer  domain. 
The  Freneh  adopted  methods  whicli  seem  to  have  been  well 
calculated  to  hold  for  a  time  the  confidence  and  frieiidsliij)  of  tlic 
rednian,  but  their  j)urpose  was  identical  with  that  of  the  English 
and  aimed  at  the  control  of  the  territory  of  the  larger  part  of  the 
whole  North  American  Continent.  While  the  Fi  eneh  were  aim- 
ing at  the  subjugation  of  the  Indian  by  di})lomacy  and  apparent 
friendship,  the  English  were  carrying  on  their  old  and  well  known 
plan  of  subjugation  by  the  might  of  the  sword.  This  policy 
entrusted  to  the  adventurers  whom  they  sent  to  establish  their 
dominion,  coupled  with  the  deceit  which  was  fre(piently  praotiee<i 
upon  the  Indian  served  only  to  make  the  English  the  more  haiod 
and  the  French  the  more  trusted. 

This  condition  led  to  strife  which  was  destructive  of  life  and 
l)roperty  as  well  as  of  the  advance  of  civilization.  So  long  as 
the  strife  of  arms  continued  little  or  nothing  was  done  for  the 
betterment  of  the  region  of  the  Kennebec.  When  the  fort  at 
Winslow,  Fort  Halifax,  was  built  in  17^4  there  was  a  certain 
amount  of  protection  for  the  settlers  offered,  and  from  this  time 
there  was  somcithing  done  toward  settlement.  lUit  i>revi(MJs  to 
this  time  the  history  of  the  section  is  a  story  of  .strife  between 
the  Indians  and  the  English  with  the  complications  made  by 
the  French  in  addition.  Tuielly  the  events  of  m(»st  importance 
following  the  establishment  of  a  colony  at  the  mouth  of  the 
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Kennebec  by  Pophani  in  1GU7,  as  above  stated,  are  the  following. 

The  grant  of  territory  known  as  the  Plymouth  or  Kennebec 
Grant  was  made  by  the  Plymoulh  Council  on  January  i:i, 
1629.  This  grant  included  all  the  territory  on  either  side  of  tiie 
Kennebec  river  to  the  extent  of  lil'teen  miles  from  its  banks,  and 
extended  from  the  vicinity  of  Topsham  to  the  Wessarini>ett 
river  at  Cornville.  Following  this  grant  there  was  erected  a 
trading  house  "up  above  on  ye  river  in  ye  most  convcnientest 
place  for  trade."  This  was  undoubtedly  at  Cushnoc,  or  Augusta 
as  it  is  now  known.  Not  long  after  this,  some  six  years,  the 
Plymouth  Council  became  disheartened  and  surrendered  its 
charter  to  the  King  of  Enghmd.  Then  by  rarious  acts  and 
grants  the  King  placed  this  and  other  territory,  wliich  inchidiMl 
practically  what  is  included  in  the  present  State  of  jMaine,  under 
the  control  of  Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges.  His  domain  was 
designated  as  the  "Province  of  Maine."  lie  sent  his  ne}>hew, 
William  Gorges,  as  Governor,  and  this  gentleman  established  his 
capital  in  Saco,  and  opened  court  there  on  March  '28,  IGoG. 
As  there  were  no  settlements  yet  on  the  Ivennebec,  Gorges  exer- 
cised no  jurisdiction,  but  the  Pilgrim  Colony  made  a  monopoly 
of  the  trade  with  the  Indians.  ]5ut  the  trade  with  the  Indians 
became  in  time  so  scanty  that  it  was  leiised  in  1G4<J  to  live  ]):irties, 
William  Bradford,  Edward  Winslow,  Thomas  Prince,  Thomas 
Willett  and  William  Paddy.  The  consideration  was  a  small  sum 
and  the  lease  was  to  run  three  years.  This  lease  was  renewed 
till  IGGl  when  the  patent  was  sold  outright  to  Art«mas  lioics, 
Edward  Tyng,  Thomas  Brattle  and  John  Winslow. 

One  of  the  very  lirst  civil  actions  on  the  part  of  tliu  j)eople 
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scattered  along  the  Kennebec  near  its  nioutli,  occurred  on  May 
23,  1654,  Avhen  sixteen  men  assembled  in  compliance  witli  an 
order  from  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  to  one  Thomas 
Prince  to  ^'summon  the  citizens  on  the  river  Kennebec  that  tliey 
might  take  an  oath  of  allegiance  and  arrange  a  jutlicial  code."  In 
accordance  with  this  order  the  sixteen  men,  menlioncd  above, 
assembled  at  the  house  of  one  Thomas  Asliley  near  IMerrymcfling 
Bay  on  the  above  date,  and  besides  taking  the  oath,  "ju  omulgateil 
the  first  prohibitory  law  in  the  State  of  Maine."  It  }»rovidcd  for 
penalties  for  the  selling  of  liquors  to  the  Indians. 

We  find  that  at  the  outbreak  of  King  Phillip's  War  there  were 
two  men  who  had  trading  places  at  Waterville,  Teconnet  as  it  was 
then  called.  They  were  Messrs.  Clark  and  Lake.  In  a  short  time 
the  war  assumed  such  proportions  that  the  Maine  Indians  took 
part,  and  a  large  part  of  the  traders  about  the  vicinity  of 
Arrowsic  and  at  points  further  up  the  river  were  killed.  This 
conflict  and  those  which  followed  were  so  destructive  that  as  late 
as  1749  there  were  only  two  families  left  on  the  river  above 
Merrymeeting  Bay.  In  1749  nine  of  the  heirs  of  the  men  who 
had  bought  the  rights  of  the  Plymouth  Comj»any  in  1G61  met  in 
Boston  and  organized  and  became  incori)orated  in  order  to  obtain 
their  rights  to  the  lands  which  had  been  bought  by  their  ancestors, 
and  to  devise  means  to  open  the  territory  to  settlement.  In  1753 
the  company  petitioned  Gov.  Shirley  of  Massachusetts  for  the 
erection  of  a  fort  at  Teconnet  Falls.  This  was  the  beginning  of 
the  opening  u])  of  the  wliole  of  the  Kennebec  Valley  to  settle- 
ment. Teconnet  was  regarded  as  the  stragetic  point  by  both  the 
English  and  the  French  and  by  the  Indians  also  who  saw  in  tins 
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new  move  a  thing  dangerous  to  their  interests.  But  their  jjrotest 
was  in  vain  and  the  fort  was  erected.  General  Winslow  was  in 
charge  of  the  eight  liundred  troo})s  who  accompanied  Govei'nor 
Shirley  on  this  expedition.  It  was  he  who  laid  out  the  fort  and 
had  charge  of  the  operations  about  the  sctene  of  the  fortification. 
It  took  but  a  short  time  for  these  English  to  build  five  buildings 
about  Fort  Halifax.  Soon  a  stockade  eight  hundred  feet  in 
length  was  put  up,  cannon  and  rifles  were  brought  up  the  liver  in 
scows,  and  a  wlieel  road  was  cut  through  from  Koi  t  \V  eston  at 
Cushnoc  (Augusta).  When  thie  woiks  were  completed  Governor 
Shirley  inspected  them  and  very  highly  complimented  General 
Winslow  and  his  men.  Capt.  Lithgow,  who  had  been  in  com- 
mand of  Fort  Richmond,  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  Fort 
Halifax,  and  was  given  a  garrison  of  eighty  men.  AVe  are  in- 
formed that  there  Avas  a  whale  boat  express  estaljlished  between 
this  place  and  Falmouth  (Portlan<l)  which  made  the  tri])  in 
twenty  hours,  a  rate  of  speed  considered  rapid  for  those  tinies. 

After  the  garrison  was  established  at  P^)rt  Halifax  it  was  soon 
learned  that  the  Indians  were  determined  to  make  trouble  if 
possible.  No  man  was  safe  if  he  ventured  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  fortifications.  Several  were  mortally  wounded  by  the  Indians. 
They  continued  to  make  trouble  till  the  summer  of  1757  when 
the  last  skirmish  with  them  occurred.  It  is  recorded  that  Capt. 
Lithgow  had  noticed  for  a  few  days  that  there  were  rafts  drifting 
down  the  river,  and  concluded  that  the  Tn<liaus  had  use.1  them  to 
cross  at  some  point  above  and  conu^  down  in  attack  on  the  settle- 
ment. He  sent  a  party  of  ten  men  down  tiie  river  to  give  warn- 
ing of  the  impending  danger.    As  these  men  were  returning  they

were  fired  uj)on  some  ten  miles  below  the  fort  and  two  of  the 
party  were  wounded.  Tliey  returned  the  fire  and  continued  llie 
figlit  with  sueh  gallantry  tliat  the  Indians  tie.l  aflir  om-  h;id 
fallen,  shot  dead,  and  anotlier  wounded.  The  In<lians  carried 
away  these  two  on  their  hacks  to  prevent  tlieir  i>eing  taken 
prisoners.  The  above  skirmish  occurred  on  May  18,  17.')7,  and 
was  the  final  sliot  of  the  redman,  as  a  trilje,  in  tins  region. 

The  purj)ose  of  tlie  Fort  was  now  realized.  It  was  the  key  t(; 
tlie  region  of  the  Kennebec,  and  had  unlocked  the  valley  to  the 
axe  of  the  settler.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  tlu;  garrison  was 
much  reduced  after  a  short  time,  and  that  the  Fort  was  dis- 
mantled after  the  close  of  the  French  and  Indian  War  in  ITGil 
When  Arnold  passed  u})  the  Kennebec  on  his  expedition  to 
Quebec  the  large  house  within  the  fort  was  used  as  a  hotel.  It 
was  called  "Fort  House."  This  building  was  used  afterward  a> 
a  dwelling  house,  meeting  house,  town  house  and  later  as  a  danc- 
ing hall  and  finally  as  a  home  for  the  poor.  A  Mr.  Thomas  tore 
the  building  down  in  1797  and  used  some  of  its  tind)ers  in  the 
construction  of  the  Halifax  House.  Ca}>t.  Lithg<jw  remained  at 
the  fort  for  some  time.  He  was  engaged  in  trade  at  this  p(.>iiit. 
He  was  a])pointed  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Fleas  lor 
Lincoln  County  as  early  as  17G0.  In  1772  he  removed  to  George- 
town where  he  died  in  1798  at  the  age  of  eighty-three. 

Abbott  says  in  his  history  of  Maine,  "Winslow  was  incur- 
j>orated  this  year  (1771)  including  the  })resent  town  of  Waterville. 
Here  was  the  famous  Teconnet  of  the  Indians;  and  it  was  on  lhi> 
point,  on  the  neck  of  land  formed  by  the  union  of  the  Sebasti- 
cook  and  the  Kennebec,  that  Fort  Halifax  was  reared.     As  early 
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as  1754,  eleven  families  built  their  eal>iiis  at  tlii^s  fruntitT  fui  t  in 
the  wilderness."  Tlie  Kev.  E.  C.  \Vhittenioi-e,  in  w  riting  un  this 
point,  says,  "Abbott  states  that  eleven  families  settk-d  in  Winslnw 
in  1754,  but,  if  so,  they  have  left  neither  trace  nor  name."  We 
are  inclined  to  believe  that  there  were  no  permanent  settlements 
on  the  banks  of  the  Kennebec  at  tliis  })oint  till  somewhat  after 
this  date. 

In  17G6  the  Plymouth  Company  issued  a  grant  of  land  to  several 
parties  on  several  conditions.  The  most  important  was  that  tlie 
grantees  must  have  fifty  settlers  on  the  land  w  ithin  four  ye:n  s 
time.  There  were  several  other  conditions  imposed  in  the  case  of 
the  settlers  themselves,  providing  for  improvements  upon  llie 
land  they  were  to  take  up.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  it  wa.n 
found  that  there  were  established  on  the  territory  the  re(piired 
number  of  settlers.  This  was  the  first  earnest  endeavor  to  settle 
the  territory  about  Ticonic  Falls.  The  history  of  the  settlement 
learn  from  existing  records  that  the  excellent  water  ])OW^er  on  the 
]\Iessalonskee  early  attracted  some  of  the  settlers  to  this  jjortion 
of  the  tow^n.  But  we  are  told  that  tradition  has  it  that  the  lirst 
comers  were  among  a  party  of  hunters  from  Canada.  In  the 
the  party  were  some  by  the  name  of  Kmmerson,  who  were  so 
favorably  impressed  with  the  j)lace  that  they  stayed  here  settling 
near  the  outlet  of  the  lake. 

In  1791  we  find  there  were  living  in  that  part  of  Winslow 
which  is  now  Oakland  the  following:  Ensign  Thomas  l^ates,  David 
Crowell,  Asa  Emmerson,  the  surveyor  and  mill  builder;  Solomon 
Hallett,  EUsha  Ilallett,  Elijah  Smith,  Jonathan  Combs  and  John 
Farrin. 
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According  to  a  survey  nuicle  by  Jolin  Crosby  in  1802,  there 
were  living  in  the  j^-esent  territory  of  Oakhind  and  on  hus  as 
indicated  in  tlie  following  list:  Samuel  and  Moody  Crowell,  Lot 
No.  4;  Elisha  Ilallett,  2;  Solomon  lleald,  8;  Baxter  Crowell,  4; 
Joshua  Morey,  5;  Samuel  JMorey,  6;  Jabez  Hall,  7;  Ptlliah 
Penney,  11;  Samuel  Avery,  12;  Aaron  Fall,  13;  Neheniiah 
Penney,  14;  John  Penney,  15;  William  Ellis,  16;  Joel  liichard- 
son,  17;  Henry  Kenney,  also  on  same  lot;  Nathaniel  Blake,  18; 
Daniel  Branch,  19;  Perly  Merrill,  20;  Robert  Damon,  22;  Isaac 
Page,  23;  Ezekiel  Crowell,  24;  Henry  and  Otis  Richardson,  25 ; 
Joel  Richardson,  26 ;  Henry  Richardson,  27. 

In  addition  to  the  names  of  the  above  we  are  able  to  give  the

Peter  and  John  Libby;  Samuel,  Benjamin  and  James  Witham, 
Seth  and  Isaac  Gage;  Isaiah,  Ephraim  and  Eben  Holmes,  Ben- 
jamin Corson,  Reuben  Ilerscy,  Samuel  Wade,  Leonard  and  John 
Cornforth,  Asa  and  AVilliain  Lewis,  Thomas  Cook,  William 
Wyman,  Thomas  McFarlane,  Benjamin  Soule,  Dexter  and  San- 
ford  PuUen,  Eben  Moore,  James  and  l^euben  Shores,  lieuben 
Ricker,  Michael  Ellis,  William  IMarston,  Chas.  Dingley,  and  S. 
Penney  and  Seth  Getchell,  two  soldiers  of  the  Revoluti^in. 
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ORGANIZATION. 

We  liave  traced  tlie  different  oii-cuiiistances  of  tlie  .st.ltleiiu'iil 
^)f  the  ten-itory  of  the  present  town  of  Oakhnid  and  lia\  e  sliown 
as  well  as  the  records  will  allow,  the  nature  of  the  struiri^le  of  the 
white  man  to  build,  from  the  forest,  the  roinmunily  of  civilization. 
It  will  next  be  our  task  to  make  mention  uf  the  elTorls  of  these 
varlj'  comers  to  mould  this  Ijackwooils  settK-ment  into  a  mimic- 
tpality  with  codes  of  law  and  oHicials  to  preserve  the  observ- 
ance of  the  same;  and  later  to  note  the  changes  ma<li'  fi-(»m  time 
to  time  in  the  civil  organization  for  the  control  and  convenii-nce 
of  the  territory  of  the  region  round  about. 

We  learn  that  the  ])eople  who  braved  the  dangers  of  the 
forest  to  locate  here  in  the  early  years  following  the  building  of 
Fort  Halifax,  styled  the  settlement  KingHeld.  We  have  no 
records  to  state  that  there  was  any  organized  jdanlalion  in  this 
territory  which  was  known  by  this  name.  l>y  ihis  name,  till 
1771,  the  whole  of  the  territory  of  Waterville,  \Vin^low,  an<l 
Oakland  was  known.  In  that  year  the  town  of  ^Vinsl()w  was 
organized,  and  the  name  of  Kingiield  was  no  longer  connected 
with  this  region.  The  date  of  the  incorj)oralion  was  Aj.ril  'iiUh 
of  the  above  year.  The  town  of  Winslow  thus  had  the  h(»nor  uf 
being  the  fourth  town  organized  within  tbo  limits  of  the  C'ouniy 
of  Kennebec.  The  town  was  named  for  General  .lolin  Wiiihlow 
whose  name  appeared  in  the  ])revious  chapter.  The  lii>L  town 
meeting  was  held  on  May  liiid  of  the  same  year,  and  the  place  i.f 
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meeting  was  Fort  Halifax.  The  warrant  direcletl  llie  0[»cMiiiig 
lioiir  to  be  eight  o'clock,  A.  M.  Liiut.  Timothy  Ileald  was 
chosen  moderator;  E/ekiel  Pattec,  t(nvn  clerk  and  tieasuicr ; 
Kzekiel  i^attee,  Timothy  Ileald,  and  John  T(jzer,  selectnu-n; 
Robert  Crosby,  John  Peter  Cool  and  Xalhanii-l  Caiti-r,  wardi-iiM 
Francis  Dudley,  Joel  Crosby  and  John  Ayer,  survey()rs  of  high- 
ways; and  Jonas  Crosby,  fence  viewer.  This  warrant  was  dated 
"wdthin  the  County  of  Lincoln''  and  called  in  ''His  ^lajcsty's 
Name." 

From  1771  down  to  the  beginning  of  the  IDth  century  the 
town  of  Winslow  gradually  became  jjrosju'i-ous,  slowly  but 
surely  improved  tlie  natural  advantages  which  it  i)osse>scd,  and 
became  one  of  the  leading  towns  on  the  rivei-.  It  jx-i  furmcd  its 
part  in  civil  and  military  matters  with  pronjptitudc  and  jiatriot- 
ism.  The  western  part,  in  which  we  are  most  interested,  was  all 
this  time  growing  to  a  more  and  more  commanding  and  inthiential 
standing  in  tlie  town.  Keligious  services  were  being  held  in  tliis 
section,  and  steps  were  being  taken  which  were  later  to  lead  to 
the  buildin<j  of  a  town  at  this  ])oint. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  18th  century  the  people  of  this  secth-n 
were  forced  to  pass  judgement  upon  several  (piestions  of  separ- 
ation. Tlie  matter  of  separation  of  the  District  of  .Maine  fr»>m 
the  St:ite  of  INlassachusetts  had  been  voted  on  favorably  from 
time  to  time.  The  question  of  the  erection  of  a  new  county, 
with  the  territory  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  arose-  about  lliis  time, 
and  the  division  took  place  February  1799.  Another  division 
which  Avas  of  more  vital  importance  to  tin-  people  of  this  section 
was  the  proposed  division  of  the  town  ol'  Winslow.    'i'lii>  matter, 
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,'ifter  some  agitation,  was  jiassed  upon  by  tlie  town  voting  on 
December  28,  1801  "To  petition  the  General  Court  to  set  off  that 
|»art  of  the  town  wliich  lieth  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  Kenneljec 
river  and  to  incorporate  it  into  a  separate  town," 

A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  prejiaie  the  petition  in 
<lue  form.  This  committee  was  as  follows:  Kuebeii  Kidder, 
Thomas  Ivice,  Josiah  Ilayden,  Xehemiali  (i.  I'aiker  and  Asa 
.iSoule.  The  })etition  which  they  prepared  an<l  which  was  grant(Ml 
by  the  Genei'al  Court  of  ^Massachusetts,  and  wliieli  sets  forth  the 
reasons  for  the  division  tlien  }>roposed  is  in  the  following  fuiin: 

PETITION   FOli  DIVISIONS. 

To  the  Jlonorable  /Sejiate  and  JloadC  of  Uc]>rt.st)ita- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachnsttt.^  in  d'en- 
eral  Court  Assenibled : 

The  Petition  of  the  Subscribers,  Iidiabitants  of  the 
town  of  Winslow,  in  the  County  of  Kennebrck,  being  a 
committee  chosen  by  said  Town  in  Town  im  eting  as- 
sembled, humbly  Keport  to  your  Honours  that  it  is  tlu- 
wish  of  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  that  the  territory 
lying  on  tlie  Westerly  side  of  said  liiver,  in  the  said 
Town  as  it  is  now  boumled,  sliould  be  set  off  from  said 
Town  by  the  name  of  Waterville.  Your  I'etitioners 
would  in  behalf  of  said  Town,  beg  leave  to  offer  to 
your  Honours  the  following  reasons : 

Tliat  the  value  of  the  property  now  owned  in  said 
Town  is  nearly  equally  divided  on  each  side  of  said 
river  ; 

That  the  Town  and  religious  meetings  in  said  town 
are  held  alternately  in  the  meeting  liouses  now  ereclevl 
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on  each  side  of  said  River,  and  tlial  in  several  parts  of 
the  years  it  is  very  diftieull  and  ahnost  inijiossible  to 
cross  said  River  to  attend  said  ineetinL^s; 

That  in  the  sj)ring  season,  at  the  annual  meetings  held 
in  said  Town,  the  Inhabitants  thereof  living  on  the 
opposite  side  from  where  the  said  meeting  is  to  he  held, 
are  frequently  }>revented  by  the  particular  situalitni  t^f 
said  River  from  crossing  the  same  to  attend  sai<l  meeting; 

That  said  River  near  by  divides  said  Town  of  Wins- 
low  in  e(|ual  halves ; 

Wherefore  your  Petitioners  in  behalf  of  said  Town 
humbly  pray  that  said  ten-itory  may  be  set  off  and  as  in 
duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

That  the  now  Town  of  Winslow  shall  be  divided 
through  the  middle  of  the  liiver  Kennebeck  as  the 
River  usually  runs  across  the  width  of  said  Town ; 

That  that  part  of  the  said  Town  which  lay  ««n  the 
Eastern  side  of  the  Kennebeck  shall  retain  the  name  of 
Winslow  and  the  i)art  which  lay  on  the  Western  side  be 
erected  into  a  town  by  the  name  of  Waterville; 

That  all  debts,  except  such  as  concern  meeting  hons(^, 
that  shall  be  due  from  the  Town  when  divide.!,  *)r 
Damages  the  Town  shall  be  liable  to,  shall  be  api>or- 
tioned  and  paid  by  each  Town  according  to  the  present 
valuation ; 
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Tliat  Josiah  Tlaydt'ii,  Esq.,  being  ilio  only  selectinan  of 
llie  present  Town  of  VVinslow  residing  on  the  easl  side 
of  the  Kennebeck  River,  shall,  after  a  division,  liave 
l)ower  to  call  the  lirst  meeting  without  consulting  his 
colleagues. 

The  above  are  articles  agreed  on  by  us  in  a  Division 
of  the  now  Town  of  Winslow,  in  brhalf  of  said  'J'own.

On  June  23,  1802,  the  above  petition  was  granted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court  i)assing  an  act  incorporating  the  town  of  ^Vatervilh^ 

The  warrant  for  the  first  town  meeting  was  issued  by  A^a 
Reddington,  justice  of  the  ])eace,  and  was  directed  to  Moses 
Appleton,  a  physician.  It  called  for  the  meeting  to  be  held  ''in 
the  public  meeting  liouse  in  Ticonic  village  on  ^londay,  .luly  2<>, 
1802,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  oflicers  for  said  town."  Kl- 
nathan  Sherwin  was  elected  moderator.  Elnathan  Shn  win,  Asa 
Soule,  and  Kbenezer  J>acon  were  ekn-ted  selectmen  ;  Abijah 
Smith  was  elected  town  clerk;  and  David  I'attee  was  chosen 
treasurer. 

The  second  town  meeting  was  held  on  August  9,  1S(I2,  at  AVc^i 
Waterville,  (Oakland,)  meeting-house.  Tliis,  we  are  lohl,  iv  the 
first  time  a  town  meeting  was  held  within  the  liniits  of  the  pre--- 
ent  town  of  Oakland. 

On  February  10,  1815,  a  strip  of  land  on  tlie  western  boundry 
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of  the  present  town  of  Oakland  was  annexe!  to  tlie  town  of 
Waterville.  The  transfer  was  effecte.l  as  t\.ll.>w>:  "An  act  to 
annex  Benjamin  C'orson  and  (others  to  ilic  town  of  Waterville. 
Approved  Fehrnary  10,  1815.— He  it  exaeted  hy  ihe  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  Common  wealth  (.i  Ma>.>,a- 
cliusetts  that  J3enjarnin  Corson,  Holtert  Hussey,  Jonathan  Nelson, 
Samuel  Wade,  Henry  Kiehardson,  3d,  Ehenezer  Holmes,  'rh..ma8 
Gleason,  Thomas  MeCrath,  Spencer  Taylor,  Alvin  Taylor,  Ahiu-r 
Young,  and  Asa  Young,  with  their  families  and  e.«,lates  he  and 
hereby  are  set  off  from  the  town  of  Hearhorn  and  annexed  to  the 
town  of  Waterville." 

For  seventy-one  years  the  town  of  Waterville  with  its  ever 
changing  interests  and  its  ever  increasing  prosperity  continiu-d  t«» 
manage  its  municipal  affaii-s  with  tliat  lair  amount  i>f  unity  and 
concord  which  marks  the  government  of  other  municipalilies. 
But  the  year  1873  brings  about  a  separation  of  the  town,  and  the 
the  erection  of  a  new  town  by  the  name  of  West  Waterville. 

The  agitation  which  finally  resulted  in  the  division  was  t<Hicially 
begun  by  Mr.  A.  P.  Benjamin,  chairman  of  the  board  of  select- 
men of  the  town  of  Waterville,  in  the  circulation  of  a  petition 
fur  division.  Three  hundred  and  tifty  signers  were  obtained.  A 
counter  petition  was  circulated.  A  town  meeting  was  held  in 
Waterville  on  January  28,  1873,  and  the  matter  was  votod  on 
with  the  followino-  result:  227  for  division;  130  ai^ainst.  On 
February  4th,  another  meeting  was  held,  this  linu-  in  West 
Waterville,  and  a  vote  of  393  was  cast  again>t  di\ision,  those 
who  favored  it  taking  nu  part  in  the  meeting. 

The  matter  went  next  to  the  legislative  committee,  wiiere  there 
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weio  fouiul  to  five  opposed  to  division  imd  four  in  favor.  The 
niinoi-ity  vigorously  urged  the  distance  between  tlie  villages,  thc-ir 
sei)arate  corj)orate  capacity,  differing  business  interi'>ls,  opposi- 
tion of  each  to  improvements  in  the  other,  the  struggle  over  the 
free  bridge  with  loss  to  the  town  of  8'^,00U,  etc.  'J'he  bill  was 
passed  by  both  branches  in  spite  of  the  majoi-ity  report  and  was 
aj)j)roved  by  Governor  Robie  on  l^'ebruary  187i>. 


INDIAN  HISTORY  ALONG  THE  KENNEBEC. 

The  story  of  the  Indian  in  the  region  of  the  Kennebec  is  one 
full  of  interest  to  all  citizens  of  the  State  of  Elaine.  It  is  n<.t 
expected  that  we  shall  be  ablu  in  this  short  account  to  mention 
all  the  details  of  the  stirring  events  of  the  time  which  elap^  d 
between  the  <bate  when  Indian  history  in  this  region  begins  and 
ends.  Our  i)urpose  is  to  state  brieHy  the  story  of  the  leading 
events  of  that  stirring  period. 

The  date  to  be  selected  as  the  starting  ])oiiit  is  hard  to  de- 
termine. The  Indian  tribes  east  of  llu'  Conneticut  \\\vy  wei'e 
known  by  the  name  of  Abenaipiois.  l>ut  this  name  came  in  time 
to  be  restricted  largely  to  those  Indians  who  lived  along  ihr 
Kennebec  from  Merrymeeting  liay  to  Moosehead  Lake.  Tin- 
name  has  come  to  have  the  spelling,  Aben.akis.  Tiir  In. ban- 
were  well  dis])Osed  towai-<l  the  whi(t;s  an<l  madr  xm)  attempts  U> 
create  trouble  till  after  the  I'lymoulh  Colinists  had  carried  out 
their  methods  of  kidnap]»ing  and  pillaging.    As  was  nalur.d  llu-ir 
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faith  and  good  will  was  trausfoiined  into  suspicion  and  lialred. 
From  this  grew  trouble,  which  at  tijncs  was  very  disasterous. 

The  first  glimpse  of  the  redmaii  oi  this  valley  is  ohtaine.l  in 
tlie  accounts  of  Captain  (4ilbert.    These  are   very   meagre  but 
give  something  of  a  picture  of  Sebeno:i  and  his  tribe  a^  ihey 
wandered  tlirough  the  forest  unrestricted   and    fe:ii-less.  The 
Ticxt  recorded  ai-rival  of  white  men  among  the  Indians  is  that  of 
Edward  Winslow  and  others  of  the  Plymoutii  Colony  in  the  f.all 
of  1G25.     Thi-ee  years  later  a   trading  post  is  establishe<l  at 
Cushnoc  (Augusta),  and  the  white  man  comes  more  in  contact 
with  the  child  of  nature.     For  thirty-ft)ur  years  tliis  j»ost  wms 
continued  as  the  trading  base  with  the  Indians,    Ibit  during  this 
time,  sorry  to  relate,  the  English  did  nothing  for  the  Indians  in 
the  way  of  educational  or  religious  training.    It  remained  for  tiie 
French  to  sup])ly  this  much  needed  assistance   U)   the  rednnin. 
We  learn  that  in  1G43  :m  Indi:in  who  li.id  become  a  Christian 
under  the  labors  of  the  French  missionaries  at  Sillery  or  (Quebec, 
came  down  the  Kennebec  as  far  as  Cushnoc  and  told  the  Indians 
there  of  the  majesty  and  beauty  of  the  new  faith.  Through 
this  agency  there  was    considerable    intercourse    between  the 
Abenakis  and  the  Indinns  of  the  Northw  est.     A  few  years  after 
a  delegation  from  the  Abenakis  ap[)eared  at  Sillery  to  beg  that  a 
missionary  be  sent  to  them  on  the  Kennebec.     The  result  of  this 
ai)peal  was  the  appointment  of  the  renowned  Father  (ial)riel 
Druillette  who  started  on  this  mission  in  1040.     He  establi.sljed  a 
.successftd  mission  at  a  point  about  three  miles  north  of  Augusta. 
Here  he  became  greatly  l)eneficial  to  the  Indians.     lie  was  most 
eager  to  participate  in  nil  tiieir  pursuits,  sharing  the  experiences 
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of  tlie  tribe  in  ils  winler'a  bunting  in  the  region  of  Mooscheu"! 
Lake.  He  went  back  to  Sillery  in  1647  and  liid  not  rt  lurn  till 
IG5U  thougli  the  tribe  sent  a  delegation  each  year  n  quesiing  hi.s 
rc'tin-n  to  them.  In  1G5U  he  came  )>ack  and  rent-wc-d  liis  hibor 
among  tliem.  This  time  he  came  as  an  envoy  as  well  as  a  mis- 
«ionary,  and  after  meeting  his  old  friends  and  companions  at  the 
mission  he  set  out  for  Boston  where  he  met  in  the  capacity  of 
onvoy  from  the  Abenakis  Indians,  the  thief  ollicers  of  the  eity 
and  state. 

He  was  the  first  Jesuit  to  enter  tlie  streets  of  lM)ston.  He 
also  met  the  leading  officials  of  the  riymouth  Colony,  and  in  all 
quarters  was  assured  of  the  good  will  of  the  }>eoj<le  in  behalf  <jf 
tlie  Abenakis  Indians,  in  this  move  for  an  alliance  to  protect  tliem 
from  the  Ii-oquois  who  were  very  troublesome.  Init  though 
Father  Druilette  returned  to  the  Kennebec  in  a  very  hopeful 
frame  of  mind,  his  efforts  were  proven  of  no  value  as  the  peoj»le 
of  Massachusetts  could  not  be  interested  in  the  jtroposed  alliance 
to  such  an  extent  as  would  be  necessary  to  carry  it  to  a  successful 
ending.  The  result  was  that  the  Abenakis  were  left  to  depend 
upon  their  own  resourses. 

Father  Druillette  i-eturned  to  tlu'  Kennebec  in  1G')1  after  a 
journey  of  fearful  hardship  from  a  long  wandering  in  the  forests 
in  the  region  of  the  St.  John  river,  occassioned  by  having  lost 
all  trace  of  the  course  he  was  to  follow.  He  finally  reached  the 
settlement  at  Norridgewock  and  waa  welcomed  by  his  simple  but 
sincere  followers  as  an  angel  from  heaven.  He  spent  .some  few 
weeks  attending  to  the  needs  of  his  mission,  and  tlu-n  made 
another  tri})  to  Boston  earnestly  licseeehing  the  people  ol  ,Massa-

chusetts  to  join  with  the  Abenakis  in  (lefeiidiiig  tlie  region  froni 
the  onslaughts  of  the  Iroquois,  but  to  no  avail.  Father  Druil- 
lette  returned  once  more  to  his  valley  mission  and  passed  a  lung 
dreary  winter  in  performing  his  duties  to  his  forest  friends.  A I 
the  beginning  of  March,  1052,  he  started  fur  Queljec.  This  trip 
was  to  be  more  fateful  than  the  one  preceding  it.  Some  of  his 
party  died  of  starvation.  Fatlier  Druillelty  was  witlKJul  f.M,d 
six  days  following  the  fasting  season  of  Lent.  They  had  even  t</ 
resort  to  the  boiling  of  their  moccasins,  and  at  last  to  the  boiling 
of  Father  Druillette's  gown  —  Camisole—which  was  made  of 
moose  skin.  All  but  starved  and  thoroughly  exhausted  ihey 
reached  Quebec.  This  was  the  last  of  Father  Druillette's  e.xperi- 
ence  with  the  Abenakis.  Though  his  work  had  not  j)reserve() 
them  politically,  he  had  raised  their  standards  and  l>rought  them 
to  a  higher  plane  of  living  for  which  they  continued  to  love  him 
and  cherish  his  memory.  This  remarkable  man  was  born  in 
France  in  1593,  and  died  in  Quebec  in  1G79,  having  passed  nearly 
forty  years  in  missionary  work. 


FIRST  INDIAN  WAR  IN  MAINK. 

After  the  dej)arture  of  Father  Druillette,  for  nearly  a  (piartor 
of  a  century  the  history  of  the  Kennebec  Indians  is  a  lilank. 
The  friction  between  the  English  and  the  Abenakis  continued  to 
be  productive  of  discord.  Tin;  Knglish  made  no  effort  to  betl'jr 
the  Indian.  Puritanism  had  no  atlracti»)n  lor  him,  but  the 
religious  rites  of  the  Catholic  faith  with  its  beautiful  symbols  of 
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those  clays  in  the  skillful  luuuls  of  an  cnthuj^iastic  jjiiest  held 
tlieir  attention  and  won  their  faith  and  love.  The  Abenakis  felt 
tliat  the  taking  of  Diuillette  from  them  was  in  some  unknown 
way  due  to  the  influence  of  the  English,  and  this  being  so  it  is 
plain  to  be  seen  that  soon  tlie  relations  between  those  parties 
must  become  strained. 

Tlie  events  wliich  led  to  the  outbreak  in  Maine  were  brouglit 
on  by  the  Iroquois  opening  war  upon  the  settlements  in  the 
Valley  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  There  is  an  old  tradition  that  tliere 
was  fought  near  the  outlet  of  Moosehead  Lake  a  terril»le  battle 
between  the  Iroquois  and  the  Abenakis.  There  is  little  or  no 
proof  to  support  this,  but  it  has  come  down  through  history  as 
one  of  the  disasters  of  this  tribe.  It  is  said  in  this  connection 
that  a  whole  village  was  massacred  save  an  old  chief  who  was 
carried  to  the  west  and  later  tortured  to  death. 

With  the  oj)ening  of  King  rhillii)'s  War  came  a  stir  among 
the  Indians  of  Maine,  especially  in  the  western  portion  of  the 
State.  This  led  to  an  uneasiness  on  the  part  of  the  settlers  about 
the  mouth  of  the  Kennebec.  From  this  resulted  a  parley  between 
the  Indians  of  this  valley  and  other  Indians  of  the  state,  and  the 
English,  in  which  an  agreement  was  made  by  the  Indians  to  yield 
up  their  arms  and  remain  peaceful.  This  seemed  to  be  a  settle- 
ment of  the  matter,  and  undoubtedly  would  have  been  had  not 
Squando,  a  Saco  chief,  interposed  objections  to  the  treaty,  and 
refused  to  be  a  party  to  it.  This  spoiled  the  best  laid  plans.  Tlio 
Indians  were  soon  seen  to  be  increasingly  ins»)U  nt.  Trouble  was 
imminent.  War  broke  out.  INLassacres  along  the  co:i>{  were 
committed  in  large  numbers.     Another  i)arley  was  held  with  the 
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Kennebec  Indians,  this  time  at  Ticonic.  Tlie  Indians  demandec? 
their  arms  saying  they  wished  no  i>arl  in  llic  \v:ir  then  on,  hut 
were  suffering  from  hiek  of  fot)d  and  iia.l  nu  nif:iii>  of  |»r(n  uring 
it  without  their  guns  and  powder.  The  English  refused  lliis 
request.  This  was  the  "hist  straw"  with  tlie  Indians  an<l  they 
joined  the  Androscoggins  and  other  trihes  an<l  began  piUaging  up 
and  down  tlie  valley.  This  lasted  about  tiiree  years.  Th«n  fol- 
lowed a  treaty  of  j)eace  which  was  welcomed  by  the  Abmakii*, 
who  had  not  been  in  the  conflict,  as  cruel  and  barbarous  as  llu* 
Androscoggins  and  others,  thanks  to  the  inlluence  and  teachings 
of  Father  Druillette.  In  this  treaty  provisions  were  made  by 
the  English  to  protect  tlie  Indiiins  of  Maine  from  the  iribes  of 
the  west.  But  this  was  simply  a  tem})orary  settlement,  a  kind  of 
truce.    The  two  races  were  naturally  repellant. 


THE  SECOND  INDIAN  WAl^ 

The  second  war  in  INIaine  was  brought  on  by  the  ti  oubles  which 
had  been  long  standing  and  the  new  (•om])li('ations  m:ide  by  the 
outbreak  of  war  between  the  English  and  I^'icneh — King  Wil- 
liam's War — in  1688.  The  French  used  the  Indians  always  to 
further  their  political  ends,  and  this  case  was  no  exce|»tion.  The 
Indians  of  the  whole  state  wore  soon  on  the  warj>atli  and  de- 
struction of  life  and  property  was  of  daily  and  niglilly  ocourcnoo. 

In  the  midst  of  this  an  event  of  great  interest  to  the  student  of 
Indian  history  in  Maine  occurred.  It  was  tlie  coming  of  Father 
JSebastiaii  liasle  to  the  Kennebec  valley  to  re-establish  a  mission 
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of  tliL'  Catholic  (;luirch.  Tlie  advent  of  the  mi>.si(j!iarv  has  always 
been  held  to  have  heen  a  part  of  the  }).)liti('al  plan  of  the  French 
to  hold  their  grasp  on  tlie  Indians  of  this  vallcv. 

Kasle  came  from  St.  Francis  throu<;h  the  woods  of  the  northeru 
])art  of  the  state  to  tlie  headwaters  of  the  Kennebec,  and  readied 
Norridgewock,  whei-e  he  established  hi>  mission,  in  IGl'.O.  Here 
he  drew  the  remaining  families  of  the  tribes  of  this  >c'cti()n  of 
the  state,  lie  re-opened  the  I'eligioiis  work  of  Druillctte  and  the 
histoi-y  of  his  mission  is  the  history  of  the  Alienakis  tribe  fi'om 
that  time  till  it  left  the  waters  of  the  Kennebec. 

Whatever  may  liave  been  the  ])art  Ivasle  ])l;iyed  in  the  conflict 
he  found  in  progress  we  know  not.  It  was  probably  in  i>ehalf  of 
peace.  Soon  after  his  arrival  the  Kennebec  Indians  sued  for  peace, 
thi'ough  their  chief,  Bomaseen,  and  others.  Those  on  the  Kt  nnc- 
bec  were  willing  to  see  tlie  war  close  but  the  French  Mllirs  wej-e 
not  and  so  the  war  again  broke  out.  New  disasters  occurred. 
The  Englisli  bhmied  Bomaseen  and  he  was  taken  jirisoncr  and 
lodged  first  in  Fort  William  Henry  at  rema(piid,  and  later  at 
Boston.  The  Norridgewocks  resumed  the  warpath.  F(tr  two 
years  the  war  raged.  Another  ti'caty  was  made  in  l(j'J9.  Bom- 
aseen was  released. 

This  was  also  simply  a  truce.  AV^hen  (>ueen  Ann  was  ciowm  d 
in  170"2,  she  declared  war  against  France.  Thi.s  was  suro  to  pro- 
duce war  on  the  Avestern  continent,  and  in  this  State  as  she 
asserted  her  control  of  Acadia.  A  conference  between  the  Eng- 
lish and  the  Indians  of  ]Maine  was  held  because  of  the  warlike- 
premonitions.  It  was  to  re-aflirm  the  trraty  last  made,  and  to 
preserve  Dcace.    It  was  held  at  Casco  —  now  Portland  —  an«l  wa> 
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attended  by  Bomasecn,  ]\[oxuh,  and  ("aptiiin  Sam,  c-liiefs  from 
Kennebec.  Father  Iiasle  was  also  in  atlL'n«leiice.  Tlie  treaty 
was  signed,  but  could  not  be  kejjt  in  good  faith.  War  wa.s  .soon 
on  again  and  though  the  Abenakis  did  not  join  as  a  b(jdy  some  of 
their  warriors  are  sup])0scd  to  have  been  concerned  in  the  con- 
flict.   The  treaty  of  Utrect — 1713 — ended  the  war  for  a  time. 

The  fourth  Indian  war  in  IMaine  is  jiarticularly  interesting  a>  it 
was  the  conflict  which  ended  with  the  death  of  Fatlier  li.i>le  at 
Norridgewock.    Though  it  Avas  due  in  a  genei-al  way  to  tiie  >ame 
causes  as  the  other  conflicts  there  were  other  circumstances  con- 
nected.   One  of  these  was  tlie  peoj>le  of  the  State  and  all  New 
England  felt  that  with  the  peace  of  Utrect  the  end  of  Indian 
troubles  had  come.    They  were  flocking  to  their  former  colonial 
homes.    They  were  taking  uj)  new  claims  granted  them  by  the 
different  companies,  and  by  the  State.     In  some  cases  no  doubt 
they  took  up  land  which  no  one  had  given  them  the  right  to  take. 
This  soon  led  to  friction  between  the   English  and  the  Indians. 
The  English  Avere  aware  that  many  of  the   deeds  of  the  lands 
which  they  liad  bought  with  a  few  dollars  worth  of  whisky  and 
tobacco  of  the  most  worthless  Indians  were  really  of  no  vahu-, 
were  the  cases  to  be  tried  in  a  court  of  justice.     They  however 
claimed  tliat  these  deeds  given  in  a  drunk,  perhai)s,  and  by  a 
sagamore  who  had  no  tribe  at  all  to  rei)resent  were  absolutely 
binding  and  that  they  must  enforse  them.     I>ut  they  did  not  like 
the  Indian's  method  of  taking  his  revenge  for  wrongs,  either  real 
or  fancied,  so  it  was  concluded  to  call  a  general  conference  of  the 
tribes  in  Maine  and  the  oHicials  of  the  State  to  be  hehl  at 
Arrowsic  in  the  summer  of  1717. 
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The  Iiidirins  caine  in  large  mimbors  and  also  tlio  G<n'ei-nor  of 
the  Slate  and  other  officials.  'V\\v  parley  opened  very  pleasantly 
but  a  discussion  of  the  ownership  of  the  land  was  brought  on 
and  the  conference  was  bi-okeii  up  by  the  Indians  leaving  the 
council  tent.  Father  Kasle  was  the  friend  and  counsellor  of  the 
redmen  and  well  did  he  use  the  means  at  hand,  'i'he  c(uifereru-e 
was  re  opened  the  following  day  but  an  agreenu-nt  w:is  practi- 
cally forced  U[)on  the  Indians  in  such  terms  as  the  governor  was 
pleased  to  decide  upon.  From  this  time  on  the  advance  of  the 
whites  w;is  made  with  confidence.  The  Indians  watched  the 
felling  of  the  forests,  the  building  of  the  forts,  and  the  stamped- 
ing of  their  game  in  sullen  silence.  liasle  labored  indefatigably 
to  save  to  his  |)eople  these  lands.  lie  interested  the  people  of 
Canada  and  other  tribes.  Soon  notice  was  given  at  Arrowsic 
that  unless  the  whites  retired  from  the  lands  they  had  usurped, 
war  w^ould  be  opened  upon  them.  This  notice  when  sent  to 
Boston  brought  prompt  action  on  the  pail  of  tln5  government. 
Troops  were  ordered  to  the  scene  prepared  to  j)unish  the  rebels. 
Kasle  was  considered  by  the  English  to  be  at  the  bi^ttom  of  all 
the  trouble.  A  reward  for  his  caj)ture  was  offered.  An  expeili- 
tion  for  his  capture  was  organizeil  and  started  direct  for  Nor- 
ridgewock.  It  was  unsuccessful,  but  came  lu'ar  being  otherwise. 
Ilasle  was  in  hiding  in  the  forest,  but  his  dwelling  was  enten  d 
and  his  library  and  other  belongings,  left  in  Ids  hasty  Higlit,  were 
burned. 

This  attempt  was  viewed  by  the  Indians  :is  a  full  and  suHjcient 
reason  for  war.  All  the  other  tribes  felt  that  this  outrage  must  be 
avenged,  and  prepared  to  do  each  its  part  in  seeing  that  justice 
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should  be  done.  Not  long  after  the  buniiiig  of  the  Chapel 
at  Norridgewock  the  Indians  fell  upon  the  settlements  and  again 
the  woods  of  the  Pine  Tree  Slate  rang  with  the  wlnjops  of  tin.- 
savage,  mingled  with  the  death  cries  of  their  victims.  'I'he 
English  decided  upon  another  attempt  t(j  capturt-  Uasle.  Captain 
jNloulton,  with  a  })icked  jjarty,  ascended  the  river  to  Norii-lge- 
wock,  but  found  the  village  deserted.  Kasle,  aware  that  a  reward 
was  offered  by  the  government  for  his  head  had  taken  hinj>eli 
and  liis  followers  to  a  safer  place.  This  time  no  destruction  of 
pro[)erty  was  attempted.  This  was  the  third  attempt  to  lake 
Rasle  either  dead  or  alive,  the  second  being  oidy  a  shoit  lime 
before  the  one  just  mentioned. 

The  war  continued  with  dreadful  desirnction.  Men,  women 
and  children  were  killed  at  all  ijoints  in  Elaine  by  tiie  Inilians. 
Whole  settlements  were  wiped  out  in  a  single  day  or  night.  The 
whole  section  was  terrorized.  The  English  were  now  leil  to  make 
anotlier  attempt  to  slay  Kasle,  whom  they  considered  to  blame 
for  all  this  disaster.  Captain  Moulton  accompanied  by  Captain 
Harmon  with  a  goodly  company  of  troops  set  out  once  more  for 
the  beautiful  village  on  the  banks  of  the  Kennebec.  Thl^^  ex- 
])edili()n  was  attemi)ted  in  the  summer  lime,  as  the  ulher>  which 
had  been  all  unsuccessful  had  been  such  largely  bwcause  of  the 
snow.  The  troops  started  in  whale  boats  on  the  TJlh  of  August, 
1724,  and  reached  Ticonic  on  the  day  following.  On  the  21st 
the  troops  marched  toward  Xorridgewock.  liefore  night  the 
force  came  upon  a  party  of  three  persons  near  where  the  Tillage 
of  South  Norridgewock  stands  to-day.  The  two  women  wore 
shot.    The  father,  fleet-footed,  ran  swiftly  through  the  forest  io

carry  warning  to  the  village  above.  He  was  overtaken,  however, 
by  the  bullets  of  his  pursiirers  as  he  attempted  to  cross  the  river 
at  a  fording  ])lace.  The  victim  was  Bomaseen  of  whom  we  liave 
made  mention  before. 

We  are  unable  to  state  with  any  certainty  the  details  of  the 
advance  upon  the  village.  It  has  been  handed  down  that  the 
party  crossed  the  river  wliere  the  chief  had  fallen  and  tnan  lu  d 
to  the  higli  land  a  mile  or  two  from  the  river  where  they  ei)uld 
overlook  the  village  and  decide  upon  jdaiis  for  its  destruction. 
The  forces  were  divided.  Ifarmon  led  a  company  toward  a  ))lace 
where  it  was  fancied  a  cam})  might  be  as  a  smoke  could  be  seen 
winding  from  the  forest.  Moulton  advance"!  upon  the  village 
with  the  other  force.  Leaving  two  })arties  in  ambush  he  took  the 
remainder  and  charged  upon  the  huts.  The  village  was  at  once 
in  a  panic.  No  organized  resistance  was  made.  The  Indians 
were  shot  down  in  cold  blood  either  by  the  attacking  party  or  by 
tliose  in  ambush.  Rasle  Avas  seen  issuing  forth  from  a  ca)/ni  in 
his  priestly  garments  and  was  instantly  riddled  with  bullets.  He 
fell  at  the  foot  of  the  cross  he  had  erected  with  his  own  hands. 
He  was  surrounded  by  his  faithful  neophytes,  seven  of  whom  fell 
by  his  side.  Thirty  Indians  were  dead  auil  halt'  as  many  more 
were  liobbling  into  the  woods  wounded.  Not  one  of  the  as>ail- 
ants  was  hurt,  save  one  of  the  .Alohawks  who  had  accompanied 
the  party. 

The  purpose  of  the  expedition  was  accomphslied.  Th<>  Kng- 
lish  destroyed  the  village,  scalped  Father  Kasle  and  th.?  »»lher 
victims  and  wended  their  way  down  the  river.  This  cnu-l  mur- 
der has  since  it  was  ct)mmittcd  ever  been  remend»ercd  in  history 
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and  in  local  traditions.  Tlio  grave  (»f  Kaslu  is  niarkc-d  by  a 
monument,  fie  will  always  Ije  remembered  us  a  man  wliuse  only 
offense  was  devotion  to  the  people  lie  served,  and  const.-incy 
to  liis  vows.  TJasle's  death  ended  the  mi>sioii  for  some  years. 
The  larger  number  of  the  Indians  who  survived  went  to  St. 
Francis.  The  war  continued  about  a  year  aflei-  this  incideiil,  but 
the  Abenakis  had  no  part  in  the  conriiet  after  this  time.  Six 
years  after  Kasle's  death  the  mission  was  re-esisblished  but 
only  temporarly. 

Here  practically  ended  the  Indiaii  wars  of  this  valley.  Other 
minor  conflicts  occurred  after  the  above  events  but  were  of  little 
importance.  One  incident  is  recorded  whirh  w  ill  be  reatl  with 
surprise  b}'  any  who  believe  that  the  Indian  alone  was  cajiablc  of 
taking  scalps.  In  the  conflict  between  the  iLiiglish  and  Freneh 
in  1744,  large  bounties  were  offered  for  Indian  scalps.  It  i>  re- 
corded that  one  party  of  several  men  under  Captain  .bdiii 
Getchell  visited  the  ]\Iessalonskee  in  (piest  of  Indians  to  scalp, 
but  their  search  was  in  vain.  They  retm  iRd  after  visiting  otlu  r 
places,  empty  handed. 


MILITARY  MATTERS. 

The  military  history  of  the  town  of  Oakland  is  a  source  of 
just  pride.  If  one  thing  more  than  another  is  to  be  revered,  and 
commemorated,  impressed  upon  the  miMd>  of  tlu'  l•i^ing  genera- 
tion, that  thing  is  the  record  of  nanu>s  and  dceils  of  men  who 
faced  the  dangeia  of  the  battlefield  for  the  welfare  and  safely  of 
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the  country.  Time  rolls  on  and  we  are  apt  to  forget  the  value  of 
the  service  rendered  by  the  soldier  in  war.  Kaeii  succeeding 
generation  is  more  forgetful  of  these  things  than  ils  predecessor 
unless  it  is  taught  to  revere  and  love  the  nieinory  of  the  deeds  of 
the  soldier.  It  should  be  in  the  mind  ui  e:ich  father  an<l  ea*-h 
mother  to  instill  into  the  mind  ot  the  youth  the  signilicance  of  tiie 
inscription.s,  "Killed  at  Gettysburg,"  ''Wounded  al  \'iek>burg," 
''Died  in  Libby  Prison,"  etc.  No  one  .should  lose  tiie  np|MU-- 
tunity  to  impress  upon  the  generation  to  which  he  belongs  and 
the  one  which  follows  the  resj>onsibility  which  rests  upon  each 
man. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  attem})t  to  give  the  names  of  those 
who  have  served  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States  from  the 
town  of  Oakland.  In  compiling  these  facts  we  are  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  Geo.  II.  Bryant  for  the  assistance  he  has  vi  ry 
kindly  I'endered.  The  lievolutionary  \Var  (juickly  followctl  the 
organization  of  the  town  of  AVinslow,  of  which  Oakland  was  :i 
})art  at  the  first  of  her  history,  and  although  this  portion  of  the 
town  was  sparsely  settled  there  are  several  names  of  Revolution- 
ary soldiers  credited  to  this  town.  So  far  as  we  have  be-on  abh'  to 
ascertain  they  are  as  follows:  (icorge  Young,  Klisha  llallett, 
Levi  Crowell,  Phillip  Thayer,  and  lAIanoah  Crowell. 

The  war  of  1812  did  not  draw  out  the  large  numbers  from  the 
State  of  Maine  as  that  of  the  Revolution  and  the  Rebt-llion. 
This  was  due  in  large  measure  to  the  political  conditions  thru 
existing.  The  Federalists  were  exccc<lingly  1/itti  r  against  the 
policy  of  the  government,  and  as  New  England  was  strongly 
Federalists,  the  result  was  that  this  section  of  the  country  con- 
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fined  its  efforts  largely  to  the  defense  of  the  coast.  Governor 
Strong,  of  Massachii:*eUs,  was  so  bitter  ngainst  the  war  thai  he 
would  under  no  condition  make  a  move  till  the  coast  of  Maine 
and  JMassachusetts  was  tln-eateiied.  Oakland's  ri'j»resentatives 
in  this  conllict  were  the  following:  John  llallctt,  Liiriii>  iiankin, 
Solomon  Hallett,  Silas  Richardson,  Eben  llussey,  Klihiia  .laiues, 
Seth  Gage,  William  Philbrick,  and  William  Stevens. 

The  Mexican  War  was  so  brief  and  so  removed  from  this  part 
of  the  country  that  there  was  a  small  nmnl^er  (jnly  of  men 
from  Maine  engaged.  While  Oakland  la(ke(l  patriotism  in  no 
way  we  find  that  her  only  representative  in  the  war  was  iJaniel 
E.  Manter,  whose  body  rests  in  one  of  ovir  eemetcries. 

The  beginning  of  the  decade  of  the  '(iOs  nsheied  in  a  time 
when  the  eyes  of  the  whole  world  were  tixed  upon  tiu-  X^rlh 
American  Continent  as  never  before.  'i'his  contliet  whii'h  bad 
been  threatened  for  several  years  now  suddenly  l)roke  out,  and 
the  struggle  of  theories  was  on.  The  outbreak  of  this  war 
meant  much  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  To  the  S(julh  it  meant  a?- 
they  thought  a  speedy  vindication  of  their  contention  that  slavery 
was  not  only  justifiable  but  absolutely  necessary.  To  the  N.Tth 
it  meant  that  soon  slavery  would  bi-  annihilatetl  on  this  continent 
and  the  nation  once  more  united  and  strcnig.  In  Europe  the  war 
was  hailed  as  tiie  death  knell  of  the  la  publie,  and  the  signal  of 
iinal  failure  of  the  institution  of  government  by  the  people.  ^V.' 
look  back  over  the  forty  and  more  years  that  have  el.apscd  since 
the  opening  gun  of  the  war  was  liied  and  are  prone  to  mininn/e 
the  meanino:  of  that  greatest  of  all  conllicls  which  wa>  to  decide 
whether  one  man  could  in  justice,  uiuler  a  free  government,  own 
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imotlier  man.  No  war  of  modern  history  cnmj^ares  with  the  one 
which  was  waged  in  the  southern  states  from  18G1  to  18G5.  God 
forbid  that  the  civilized  worKl  be  a  witness  to  another  like  it. 

In  this  war  Oakland  r('s})onded  in  her  usually  prompt  way  to 
the  call  for  sinews  of  war.  We  have  c()mi)iliMl,  Avitli  the  eftieient 
assistance  of  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Bryant  of  this  town,  a  list  of  all  ilie 
Oakland  men  who  enlisted  in  the  war  of  the  1  Rebellion.  I"'..rly- 
two  of  this  number  were  left  to  slumber  in  southern  soil.  'V\i\ts. 
list  makes  uj)  the  Roll  of  Honor  of  this  town.  ^Ve  have  thuuglit 
best  to  give  this  separately  from  the  names  of  the  other  soldieivs 
from  Oakland.

CHURCH  HISTORY. 

The  Fkke  Baptists. —  Mictiiodists. —  V  n  i  v  e  us  a  i.  i  >  r  s  . — 
Baptists. 

We  tind  that  the  Freewill  l>aptists  are  the  oldest  religiou> 
society  in  the  town  of  Oakland.  This  society  was  organized  in 
183'2  and  had  as  charter  members  the  following:  Deacons  Levi 
Kicker  and  John  Conforth,  Joshua  (^age,  Nancy  D.  Soule,  to- 
gether with  nine  others.  For  the  first  year  this  society  liehl  its 
meetings  in  the  town  meeting  house.  At  the  end  of  ihia  time 
the  Union  meeting  liouse  was  ere^-ted,  and  this  society  contumed 
to  use  this  house  as  their  meeting  i)lace.  In  1S;VJ  the  Univer- 
salists  bought  their  pews  and  they  moved  their  vestry  across  tlic 
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road  and  soon  after  sold  it  to  the  ^letliodists.  During  this  same 
year  they  erected  their  own  cluireli.  The  following  list  inchnled 
tile  most   of  the  preachers  .supjjurtcHl   hy   tliis  society:  Elder

]\IETU01)ISTS. 

Methodism  began  in  Oakland  in  1843  with  the  establi^hnK•nl 
of  a  class  here  by  Luther  P.  French.     I).  J>.  Ward  was  the 
leader  of  the  class,    'i'homas  Hill,  a  local  preacher  and  his  wife, 
Jose])h  Stevens,  and  .Mrs.  (J.  W.  Pi-essey  wi-re  active  iiieiiiber>. 
Occassional  sermons  were  })reached  here  between  l>^*i7  aud  l^^  lo 
by  the  following:    E.  Kobinsoii,  :\Iarlin  Ward,  P.  P.  .Merrill,  M. 
Wight,  aiul  Asa  Heath.    Occassional  sermons  were  pri'aehed  here 
by  the  following:    S.  Allen  in  1844  and  1851;  Asahel  Moore, 
1845;  C.  Munger,  184G  ;  1).  Waterhonse,  1858;  C.  Fuller,  1854-5; 
J.  11.  Mooers,  1867;  and  A.  S.  La.ld,  18(39-70.    N.  C.  Cliff.>rd 
was  sent  to  this  charge  and  the  one  at  North  Sidney  in  lS7li  and 
remained  four  yeais.    During  his  stay  he  succeeded  in  building  a 
meeting  house  at  an  expense  of  i?G,(>00,  of  which  sum  K.  !'>. 
Dunn  furnished  81,GU0.    The  folK)\ving  four  years  saw  but  little 
done  by  this  society,  but  on  the  coming  of  Bov.       K.  King  in 
1880  a  revival  of  church  spirit  was  noticed.     Stune  nee<led  im- 
provements were  nnule.    Mr.  King  ninained  two  years,    lie  was 
followed  by  Bev.  C.  Munger,  who  continue*!  to  make  neede*l  im- 
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provements.  In  1885-G  Rev.  E.  C.  Springer  was  tlie  pastor;  II. 
Chase  in  1887-8,  and  from  1888  to  1892  Uev.  A.  llaniilton.  Rev. 
C.  A.  Laughton,  Rev.  Mr.  Welch,  Rev.  Cyrus  Purington,  and 
Rev.  J.  B.  Lapham  have  been  in  cliarge  of  this  church  .since  18'Jii. 

UNIVERSALISTS. 

While  the  active  life  of  the  Universalist  Society  hegin.s  here  in 
1833,  this  faith  was  represented  to  a  considerable  degree  as  far 
back  as  1802.  The  first  sermon  of  this  faith  was  preachi-.l  heie 
on  the  above  date  by  the  liev.  Thomas  Haines,  the  founder  of 
Universalism  in  the  Pine  Tree  State. 

In  1810  the  twelfth  annual  meeting  of  the  Eastern  Universalist 
Association  was  held  here.  In  1813  it  was  again  held  here. 
Barzilla  Streeter,  AV.  A.  Drew,  William  I'\irwcll,  and  S.  C..bb 
continued  to  hold  frequent  meetings  at  iliis  jminl  and  br- 
lievers  in  this  faith  constantly  increase<l.  Thr  I'liion  mc-rling 
house  was  built  in  1833  as  has  been  mmtiom'd  els(.-\\lK'ri-.  lu 
this  enterprise  the  Universalists  wert.-  the  leading  socirly.  'i'lu- 
church  was  dedicated  in  lSo4.  Joseph  ^VaI  lH  r,  Thomas  Cook 
and  Iliram  and  Elisha  liallett  were  pi-omiuent  mendiers  of  the 
church  at  this  stage  of  its  existence.  The  ("rowclU,  Kind.;ill>, 
ConfortliS  and  INfathews  were  also  leading  membiTs.  \l.  W.  Ryrnm 
was  the  lirst  regular  pastor  and  he  was  inslalle-!  lu  re  in  1  >:>'.•.  The 
first  Sunday  school  superintendent  was  Alfred  Win^hnv.  Rev. 
Giles  J]ailey  followed  Mr.  ]»yram  in  1^11,  and  was  folh)Wed  by 
J.  P.Weston,  Ira  Washbuin,  and  in  l^lf)  by  Nathaniel  (iunnison, 
in  18U;  by  , I.  11.  Henry,  in  1S17  by  .1.  ('.  Pattee,  and  in  ISVJ 
by  Amos  Hutchinson. 
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During  the  year  1853  the  church  organization  was  perfected 
and  the  membership  wa.s  placed  at  forty-eight.  In  1859  the 
Universalists  bought  the  })evv  owners'  riglits  in  tlie  Union  njeciing 
lnHise,  and  liave  since  hiid  out  about  S3, 000  in  iinprovernenls. 
The  pastor  during  the  civil  war  period  was  W.  A.  P.  Dillingham, 
lie  was  followed  by  Zenas  Thompson  who  was  jjastor  for  three 
years.  Jiev,  Anson  Titus  was  the  next  ]ja>tor,  and  in  a<ldition  to 
liis  pastoral  duties,  wrote  a  careful  history  of  the  society  for  the 
Gospel  Banner,  published  in  187G.  Geo.  G.  Hamilton  was  the 
successor  of  Mr.  Titus  and  remained  in  charge  for  eight  and  on<i- 
half  years.  He  was  followed  by  T.  B.  Fisher.  The  next  i>astor 
was  Edward  G.  ]\Iason.  His  successors  have  been  as  follows:  E. 
V.  Stevens,  E.  E.  Eddy,  and  II.  L.  Buzzell. 


SECOND  BAPTISTS. 

The  Second  Baptist  Church  of  Waterville  was  organized  in 
1844.  It  was  stalled  with  forty-five  members  mostly  from  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Waterville.  Some  of  those  who  have 
been  most  prominent  in  the  work  of  this  society  are  the  tollow- 
ing:  Bussell  C.  Benson,  A.  C.  l>ates,  K.  M.  lilaekwell,  A.  Lewis, 
Lewis  Tozer,  Nathan  Gibbs,  and  IJenjamin  Jackson.  In  1840  the 
society  voted  to  build  a  church.  This  edifice  was  com)»leted  in 
1847,  and  has  since  had  several  improrements.  A.  F.  Tilton  was 
the  first  pastor.  He  was  succeeded  by  the  following:  N.  >L 
Williams,  John  Butler,  Allen  Barrows,  James  1).  Keid ;  1853, 
William  Tilly;  185G,  W.  IL  Kelton;  1802,  Laforest  Palmer;  and 
for  the  next  nine  years  by  Prof.  S.  K.  Smith.      Follow mg  Mr.

Mt.  Lebanon  Council,  No.  !:>,  K.  S.  .M.,  was  organized  on 
March  21,  1877,  and  the  charter  was  granted  on  M:iy  2,  l>77.

Wheeler,  D.  M.;  Lester  ^L  Andrews,  1'.  C.  W.;  Abi:uu  r.aelu  id.  r

The  Cascade  (irange.  No.  ifJ,  \\  of  IL,  was  organized  January 
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2,  1875,  willi  tliirtiH'M  rliailiT  incinbcrs.  Soon  after  it^  orixaniza- 
tion  u  store  was  startc'd  which  ran  for  soiiiu  liflcuii  years.  Tho 
Grange  in  Oakhmd  has  ever  been  j)rosjter(»us  and  is  one  of  the 
strong  brandies  of  tliis  most  influential  organizati(»n.  U'he  fir>t 
Master  of  the  Oakhmd  Grange  was  Ilirani  Conforlh. 

^Vmon  Lodge,  No.  95,  I.  ().  O.  was  instituted  Novenil)er  li, 
1882,  and  had  seven  cliarter  members.  This  Lodge  lias  ever 
flourished.  The  first  Noble  Grand  was  E.  C.  lilackwell.  The 
present  officers  are  C.  L.  lleney,  Noble  Grand;  A.  II.  Lord, 
Secretary. 

Bodwell  Commandery,  No.  410,  U.  O.  (J.  C,  was  organized  in 
1889,  and  liad  twenty-three  charier  members.  The  lirsl  N<tl»le 
Commander  was  C.  E.  Owen. 

The  first  Good  Templar  organization  in  the  tt)wn  of  Oakland 
was  Crystal  Fountain  Lodge,  No.  US,  instituted  in  I^i'm. 

Cascade  Lodge,  No.  1S9,  was  instituteil  in  1S81,  and  K. 
Foster  was  the  first  Chief  Templar.     .leanette  Len  jamin  wa>  the 
lirst  Secretary.     The  Lodge  was  re-organized  in  1>91  as  Casi  adf 
Lodge,  No.  883,  and  prospered  for  a  time,  but  was  disbandrd  a 
short  time  ago. 

Oakland  Lodge,  No.  21,  A.  O.  l,'.  W.,  was  in>tiluted  in  IsM, 
with  eleven  charier  mend)ers.  The  fir^t  ^"Master  Workman  w  .  - 
James  Lowe.  The  present  ollieers  are  '1\  M.  Oli>,  .^L  \V.;  I".  W 
Farr,  Forennni ;  and  A.  II.  Lord,  Keeorder. 

L  O.  F.,  Court  Messalonskee,  No.  1()J?4,  was  organized  No\  «  iii- 
ber  15,  1894.  The  i)resent  oflicers  are  A.  W.  IVtligrove,  L.; 
IL  L.  llunton,  Seeretai-y.  Tlie  inunber  of  eharler  mmdn-is  u  i-" 
twenty-nine. 
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The  KiiigliU  of  Pythias,  Nidolm  Lodge,  was  organized  in 
jMarch,  1908,  with  fuily-five  cliaiter  inunihers.  The  |)resent 
officers  are  II.  L.  II union,  C.  C;  A.  II.  Lord,  \  .  C;  .1.  II.  Mursc, 
K.  of  \L  tfc  S.;  and  J.  E.  Harris,  M.  of  E. 

Sergeant  Wyman  l*ost,  No.  27,  (i.  A.  K.,  was  niu^li  rL-d  Dt  ceiM- 
ber  10,  1883.    Tlie  first  commander  was  J.  Wetiley  Gilnian. 

On  April  24,  1894,  the  J.  Wesley  Oilman  Camp,  No.  2»i,  S.  of 
v.,  was  instituted  with  twenty  (charter  memhers. 


INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Oakland  Savings  Bank  was  incorjiurated  in  1869  as  the 
AVest  Watervillo  Savings  Bank.  The  lirst  presidi-nt  was  John 
Ayer;  the  first  treasurer  was  E.  P.  BhiisdcU.  The  pre>enl  j. resi- 
dent is  John  W.Greeley,  and  the  pre.-ent  tresurer  is  M.  A.  Harris. 
Tlie  name  Avas  changed  from  the  Wi-st  Watervilk-  Savings  Bank 
to  the  Oakland  Savings  Bank  when  the  name  ol  llu-  town  was 
changed  in  1883,  and  later  became  known  as  the  Cascade  Savings 
Bank,  its  present  name. 

The  Messalonskee  National  l>ank  was  incorj.oiMted  in  ISTT)  and 
was  known  as  the  West  W^iterville  National  Bank.  Tliis  bank 
was  organized  largely  through  the  efforts  of  Luther  1).  Emmcrson 
who  was  for  several  years  president  of  the  institution.  Tlic  tir8l 
president  was  A.  P.  Benjamin,  and  the  tir>t  cashier  was  (ieorge 
II.  Bryant.  The  present  president  is  (ieorge  W.  (ioulding,  an»l 
the  cashier  is  J.  E.  Harris.

So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn,  Lec^ianl  CoiifMrlh  was  the 
first  trader  in  the  town  of  Oakland.  It  is  stated  that  Israel 
Washburn  was  a  clerk  in  this  store  for  a  time.  This  is  of  interest 
to  all  Maine  peoi)le  as  ]\Ir.  Washburn  afterwards  became  Governor 
of  the  State.  Across  the  road  from  Mr.  Conforth's,  Mr.  Asahel 
Tilson  kept  a  store  at  nearly  as  early  a  date. 

Near  the  Combs  dam,  Kimball  &  Matthews  and  Baxter  Crowell 
had  stores.  Both  these  concerns  had  an  ashery  by  the  side  of  the 
pond.  W^e  (^ive  in  the  folKnvinj^  list  tin;  names  of  the  tradc-rs 
who  have  been  located  at  the  south  end  <>f  tlie  tow  ii  :  .Madi-^itn 
Crowell,  llallett  &  J>alcom,  iMitcliell  (iilnian,  Charle.s  Arnohl, 
A.  J.  Libby,  Morrison  Libby,  1).  F.  McLiire,  Daniel  c'i:  K.  P. 
Blaisdell,  Charles  W.  Folsom,  A.  Winslow  ^  Co.,  who  have  In-en 
in  trade  for  a  period  of  upwards  of  forty  years,  Marshall  Bio-., 
W.  fl.  Wheeler,  E.  T.  l^ailey,  Geo.  P.  Boynton.

MANUFACTURING  ACCOUNT. 

The  history  of  the  manutacl uiing  industry  in  tlu'  l.»wn  *.f  Oak- 
land begins  before  18ll(),  when  one  .lenalhan  CiMubs  built  a  .saw 
and  grist  mill  at  the  outlet  of  Massalonskce  Lakr.  11  is  successor 
in  the  grist  mill  was  Burnham  Thomas,  who  built  a  m  w  mill  on 
the  old  site  in  1830.  This  mill  after  being  run  twrnty  yi-ars  wa> 
carried  away  in  a  freshet.  It  was  ivi.laccd  by  Sila>  11.  Kduiu 
Bailey  in  18f)G  with  the  presc-nt  grist  mill.  The  mdl  has  .since 
been  the  property  of  the  followiug  in  order:  Ji.shua  iiowman  ; 
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lilaisdell  &  Webber;  1870,  Samuel  Hlaisdell;  Dustin  ct  llubbnicl 
Manufacturing  Co.;  an<l  E.  T.  JJailey. 

The  saw  mill  above  referreil  to  was  operated  by  the  builder  ami 
his  t^vo  sons  Joiiatlian  and  David  Combs  for  a  period  of  over 
half  a  century.  Sanford  Pullen  had  charge  of  a  fulling  mill 
l)uilt  by  Mr.  Combs.  About  l&oU  the  Ellis  Saw  Com|)any  came 
into  possession  of  t'he  })roj)erty  and  later  sold  it  to  A.  1>.  Hates, 
who  in  turn  gave  way  to  Ilubbartl,  lilake  &  Co.  They  made 
enlargements  upon  the  property  and  later  soKl  to  the  American 
Axe  Co.  On  tlie  other  side  of  the  stream  was  located  the  chair 
and  settee  factory,  established  here  in  1849  by  Joseph  Bachelder; 
tliis  enterprise  was  later  run  by  Abram  l>achelder,  the  son. 

In  1836  Alfi'cd  Wiuslow  came  to  Oakland  and  built  near  the 
Combs  dam  a  tannery  which  he  I'an  for  twenty-eight  ye;irs,  mak- 
ing u})per  leather  as  a  specialty.  Mr.  Winsluw,  with  a  jiarlniT, 
M)'.  ^ViHiam  Joi-dan,  made  this  lealher  iiit(»  boots,  emj'loying 
about  twenty-live  men.  Mr.  Winsluw  sold  the  tannery  in  1SG4 
to  Alvin  Atwood,  who,  after  running  it  three  years,  sold  it  to 
Horace  Pailin.  A.  J.  Parker  was  the  next  owner,  and  he  sold  to 
A.  J.  Libby,  who  converted  it  into  a  shingle  and  gri>t  mill.  The 
Dustin  tfc  IIul>bard  Manufacturing  Couipany  came  into  posse>sion 
of  it  in  1887. 

The  Dustin  Hubbard  Manufacturing  Company  was  oix'anizcd 
in  1887  by  Frank  E.,  Geo.  A.  and  W.  H.  Dusiin,  .lohn  U.  and 
Geo.  W.  Hubbard,  Austin  Bragg,  J.  I>.  Newhall,  and  Geo.  H. 
Bryant.  The  olhcers  were  as  follows:  John  V.  Hubbanl,  presi- 
dent; Geo.  II.  Bryant,  treasurer;  F.  E.  Dustin,  superintendent; 
W.  II.  Greeley,  secretary.    This  concern  at  once  obtained  control 
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of  tlie  wutcr  power  about  the  upin  r  dam  an.l  Ijuilt  several  large- 
shops  for  tlie  manufacture  of  a  general  line  uf  macliincry.  Tliis 
company  continued  business  for  scvei  al  years  and  tlien  irradually 
suspended  operations. 

The  dam  next  below  the  Cc^nbs  dam  was  built  about  ISfjO,  by 
Daniel  Lord.  The  first  manufacturing  at  this  point  was  by  Lord 
&  Graves  who  put  up  Iniildings  and  ma(b.'  axes  and  hoes  for  a 
time.  Graves  sold  to  C.  IF.  Davis,  who,  with  Mr.  I,<»rd,  carried 
on  the  business.  It  was  sold  to  Sanfoi-d  PuHimi,  who  in  turn  soKI 
to  John  U.  Hubbard  and  Wm.  P.  Blake.     In  the  firm  of 

Hubbard  &  Blake  was  changed  to  Hubbard,  Blake  ifc  Co.  by  ilie 
addition  of  L.  D.  Emmerson  and  Chas.  E.  Foisum.  Tlii.s  concern 
made  axes  and  scythes  for  five  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
Emmerson  and  Folsom  withdrew. 

The  Emmerson  &  Stevens  jManufacluring  Comjtany  was  formed 
in  1870  by  L.  D.  Emmerson,  Josepli  F.  Stevens.  \Vm.  li.  Pinklinm, 
and  Geo.  W.  Stevens.  '^J'his  concern  has  conlinueil  to  do  liu>ini-<.> 
down  to  the  present  day  on  a  large  scale,  employing  a  large  num- 
ber of  men  and  turning  out  a  large  amount  of  goods.  It  im- 
mediately after  its  formiition  bought  the  site  at  tlie  west  end  of 
the  same  dam  where  Hubbard,  Blake  Company  were 
located. 

In  1877  the  Hubbard  Si  IMake  concern  with  the  a.ldition  of 
Cyprian  Itoy,  Chas.  H.  Blaisdell  and  Nathaniel  Moa.h  r,  re-organ- 
ized under  the  firm  name  of  the  Hubbard  Blake  Manufaclnring 
Comi)any.  Nathaniel  IMeader  was  president  and  J«)hn  V. 
Hubbard  was  treasurer.  In  1879  a  portion  of  their  works  were 
destroyed  by  fire.    They  soon  rebuilt  and  continued  the  bu.siness 


till  1889,  when  the  American  Axe  &  Tool  Co.  came  into  i)Osses- 
sion  of  the  plant.  Tiie  business  was  ccjntiniKMl  under  llio  sui)er- 
intendency  of  Nathaniel  Header.  The  concern  sold  out  aliout 
two  years  ago,  (1900). 

The  Dunn  Edge  Tool  Conipany  was  established  in  Oakland  in 
1857  and  has  continued  to  jirosper  to  the  }>resent  ilay,  and  to  give 
a  large  amount  of  em})loyment  to  the  })e()])l(;  of  Oaklan<l.  The 
concern  M-as  formed  under  the  lead  oi  K.  W.  Dunn,  the  well 
known  business  man  and  philanthropist.  The  concern  organized 
with  the  following  directors:  li.  V).  Dunn,  N.  (i.  II,  Pulsifer,  and 
J.  II.  Drummond.  In  1804  1{.  1>.  Dunn  and  John  Ayer  l»ought 
all  interests  held  by  other  parties  in  the  concern  and  continued 
the  business  under  the  same  name.  Mr.  Dunn  was  succei-ded  at 
his  death,  in  1889,  by  his  son  K.  W.  Dunn. 

When  the  Dunn  Edge  Tool  Company  was  incoiporated  it 
gradually  absorbed  sevei'al  other  mill  proj»('i-ties  in  Oakland. 
Among  these  were  the  following:  the  i)roj)erty  fir>t  used  as  a 
sc}  the  manufactury  in  lS4i)  by  PassuKJi-e;  Voung  Tall,  wlio 
sold  to  Hale;  Stevens  &  Thayer,  who  in  turn  sold  to  .Mr.  Stevens, 
and  he  to  the  Tool  Ccunpany.  The  Conforth  (irist  Mill,  succes- 
sively owned  by  Captain  Folger,  Silas  11.  liaiUy,  John  (larhmd, 
and  K.  1>.  Dunn,  who  sold  to  the  concern  of  which  he  was  the 
head.  The  property  at  the  old  dam,  at  the  head  of  the  falls, 
whose  builder  is  unknown.  At  this  ])oint  IJurgess  S:  Alwoo*!  put 
nj)  the  frame  of  a  sho])  and  sold  to  the  llubbards,  wh(»,  alli-r 
making  scythes  for  ;ib()ut  four  years,  sold  to  the  Tool  Company; 
and  the  first  site  wiiere  scythes  were  ma.le  in  Oakland,  the  site 
now  occupied  by  the  Cascade  Woolen  Mill.    The  concern  at  lhi> 
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point  was  know  n  as  Tjarned  tfe  Halo.  Tliose  nieii  iiiiulc  scythctt 
for  about  three;  years  and  sold  to  Samuel  and  Eusebius  1 1  ale. 
The  coneern  was  later  known  as  Hale  it  Stevens,  and  continued 
the  business  eight  years  whe!i  it  linally  tVll  into  the  hands  ot' 
William  Jordan  and  K.  1>.  Dunn,  and  throu'di  them  beeame  thr 
property  of  the  Tool  Company. 

On  the  dam  oceupied  by  the  Anicriean  Axe  and  Tool  Company 
Mr.  Albion  P.  Benjamin,  in  ISG'J,  ereeted  a  faetory  for  tlic  nuiiiu- 
facture  of  grain  threshers,  horse  jtowers,  and  gi  iieral  maehin*- 
work.  Five  years  later  Geo.  F.  Allen  j(diKul  hiin,  and  the  tirm 
of  Benjamin  &  Allen  has  beeome  one  of  the  best  known  in  thi> 
part  of  the  country  in  its  line.  Since  the  retirement  of  Mr.  lien- 
jamin  the  concern  lias  been  continued  by  Mr.  Allen. 

The  Cascade  Woolen  Mill  was  built  in  lSb3  on  a  property 
leased  of  the  Dunn  Edge  Tool  Company.  Its  oi-^'ani/A  is  and 
first  board  of  directors  were  as  follows:  1{.  H.  Dunn,  J.  1>.  Mayo, 
Seth  M.  Milliken,  John  Ayer  and  1).  A.  Cam|.l)rli.  \i.  W.  Dunn 
was  the  first  president,  and  Sith  M.  .Milliken  was  the  first 
treasurer.  The  property  is  a  most  valuable  one  and  is  a  source  oi 
great  benefit  to  the  town. 

In  1889  C()lum])us  Marshall  eii-ctcd  his  shovrl  handle  f.-u-tory 
near  the  Maine  Central  Railioad  Depot.  This  plant  was  n-eenlly 
destroyed  by  fire,  but  has  been  rebuilt  and  gives  promi>e  of  doing 
a  Larger  business  than  ever. 

The  history  of  the  carriage  industry  in  Oakland  bei:an  previ- 
ous to  1833,  when  a  man  named  .Mil(  lu  ll  located  here.  lie  wa> 
followed  by  Benjamin  C.  Benson  in  who  began  bu>ini  ss  in 

1835.     Mr.  Benson  bought  a  .shop  on  the  uj.pwr  dam  and  con- 
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tiiiiUMl  to  make  waooiis  iind  <jjien  carriaL^cs  till  1880.  H.  A. 
Benson  built,  in  187-^,  a  wagon  an<l  rejtair  hliop  near  the  upj.ej 
(lam,  and  in  1880  took  into  partneisliij)  with  him  Edward  Wing; 
the  concern  has  continued  to  tlie  present  (hiy. 

Among  otlier  manufacturing  concerns  in  Oakhmd  to-day  are 
the  following: 

The  Brown  Woolen  Company  was  organized  in  lOnii,  and  ha.s 
begun  to  oj)eratc  its  plant  to  a  certain  extent.  It  is  expected  tu 
begin  working  its  factory  to  its  full  capacity  bef<H-e  many  nionlhs. 

The  King  Axe  Company  is  a  concern  of  recent  organization 
which  is  doing  a  good  business  in  manufacturing  axes  and 
hatchets. 

The  lumber  raanufactury  of  A.  15.  Bates  &  Co.  is  doing  a  large 
business. 

The  Portland  Packing  Co.  is  anotlier  com-crn  w  hirh  is  a  souri-i- 
of  great  assistance  to  both  the  farmers  and  laborers. 

In  the  above  sketch  we  have  endcaNorcd  to  give  oidy  in  a 
general  way  the  leading  points  in  tlie  liistory  of  manufacturing  in 
the  enteri)rising  town  of  Oaklaml.  No  town  of  its  size  can  boast 
a  better  reputation  iov  thrift,  enterprise  and  prosperity,  tlian 
Oakland.  It  has  always  been  one  of  the  noted  manufacturing 
centers  of  the  State,  and  with  its  almost  unlimitt  d  water  puwcr 
it  seems  destined  to  grow  and  pi-ospcr. 
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POST  OFFICES  AND  POSTMASTERS. 

First   Post   Office. — Kikst    Pohtmastkk. —  Kaui.v  Cdnhi-

Tlic  estabrhshinent  of  the!  post  otticc  at  West  Walei-villo — Oak- 
land— dates  to  1827.     Tlieie  were  yoiiie  few  ihiirj,.-^  wli'u-li  llie 
hardy  backwoodsman  found  necessary  when  lie  esuihlished  him- 
self in  the  pioneer  home.    As  is  mentioned  elsewhere,  the  haw 
mill  and  the  grist  mill  could  not  be  dispensed  with.    Sehools  were 
also  considered  indispensable,  and  ])()stal  facilities  wi-re  among  the 
things  which  the  pioneer  eallL-d  necessary.     These  taeiruie>  wi-n* 
at  tirst  somewhat  crude.    Tiici-c  are  men  si  ill  living  in  llie  i«u  ii 
of  Oakland   who  can   i-ecall   when   the  town  was  served  by  a 
weekly  mail,  and  considered  tliat  most  excellent  .-ervice.  When 
the  tri-weekly  mail  was  ushered  in  the  j)eople  were  greatly  pleased 
and  expressed  themselves  satisfied  for  all  time  with  the  .arrange- 
ment.   There  was  a  time  when  there  were  only  four  po>i  ollice 
boxes  in   the   post  otli(;e   here.      Instc^ad  ui  thi>  oOice  being  a 
presidential  ollice,  as  it  has  been  for  many  years,  with  ilN  .salary 
of  ^^1,000  and  over,  those  days  found  il  (.iie  kept   in   a  j.rivate 
house  ami  the  salary  'Hen  and  six"  jar  mouth.
